| Once upon a time in Wilmington 


Early May 1928 was a nice 
time to live in Wi . The 
town had a population of about 
3500. It boasted 56 trains a day 
in service to and from Boston. 
There was a trolley line to 
Everett and Lowell. 

The town had a one-man fire 
department - Eddie Day, who 
lived upstairs over a ram- 
shackle fire station which 
oasted two pieces of home- 


made equipment. Chester 
Horton, building inspector and 
a carpenter, was the captain, 
and Charlie Black was the 
clerk. 

There was a small police 
force, too; Chief Hill and Al 
Butters, who stood around at 
Hudson’s Corner (now 
Wilmington Square). There 
were others, all specials, 
including Charlie Riley, who 
used to stand in the Square

WILMINGTON Maple 
Meadow Landfill still has some 
growing pains to get through to 
achieve closure, as does 
Aldrich Road to gain another 
home, but both public hearings 
before the Conservation 
Commission during _ their 
Wednesday December 19th 
meeting were closed. 

ALDRICH ROAD. The proj- 
ect is for the eventual construc- 
tion of a single family home on 
an approximately ai acre lot 
that contains wetlands and a 
stream. The project consists of 
several phases, the first of 
which is to excavate test holes 
for design of a sewage disposal 
system. The applicant, 
Marjorie Castellano, is apply- 
ing to the Conservation 
Commission for permission to 
cross the wetlands to conduct 
the testing. 

The second part of the project 
is to receive the Commission's 
approval to construct an 
approximately 131-foot drive- 
way that would cross wetlayds 
and the intermittent stream to 
provide access to the site for 

home. A culvert would be 
installed for the stream. 

“The culvert is an open box 
designed to handle the 100-year 
storm event,” said Project 
Engineer Tim Williams, of 
GCG Associates. The construc- 
tion of the home will require a 
new filing with the 
Commission. The amount of 
wetland disturbance would be 
approximately 1300 square feet 
and the applicant proposes to 
replicate approximately 1350 
square feet on another section 
of the property. 

The applicant supplied the 
necessary information for the 
replication plans and test pit 
requirements to the 
Commission and the 
Commission closed the hear-

its constituent families to unite

conduct work on the approxi 
mately 30-acre landfill site was 
filed to allow testing to deter 
mine the edge of waste on the 
south side and the northeast 
corner of the landfill. The 
northeast corner of the parcel 
is owned by Clarence Spinazola 
and the south side is owned by 
the Boston Edison Company 
(doing busines is NSTAR) 
The work involves test pits and 
access roads across wetlands. 

“Last fall, we dug test pits to 
determine the extent of the 
waste,” said Dan Duffy, engi- 
neer, of Camp Dresser and 
McKee. 

According to the project 
description in the Notice of 
Intent filing, three test pit 
investigation programs have 
been conducted by Spinazola's 
contractor, Mass Environmen: 
tal Associates, Inc., at the 
Maple Meadow Landfill site. 
The first program of testing 
was conducted last fall, the sec- 
ond was conducted in the 
spring of 2001, and the third 
began in September. The first 
two test programs were done to 
determine the edge of waste in 
the landfill, but test results 
show that waste may extend 
beyond the limit of the original 
scope of work and more testing 

esting 
in a broader area will be neces- 
sary. The third testing pro- 
gram tested the content of the 
materials beneath the channel 
of Maple Meadow Brook which 
runs through the landfill, the 
northern portion of the landfill 
and the southern portion under 
the power lines. All of the test 
pits showed evidence of waste 
either below the brook or along 
the banks. Test pits were dug 
approximately 15-feet below the 
surface. * 

This new Notice of Intent was 
filed to obtain consent to con- 
tinue the investigations of the 
third testing program. The 
information gathered from this 
investigation will determine 
the remediation alternatives

WHO OWNS THE CAR? 


Anyone who drives a car for busi- 
ness—whether as an employee or a 
business owner—needs to look at the 
tax consequences, 

Best bet: If the company owns the 
car, the individual is charged with 
income tax for his or her personal use, 
but this is limited to the annual lease 
value of the car. The cost to the indi- 
vidual is less than buying the car, and 
all of the company expenses for the 
car are deductible, within certain lim- 
its for depreciation. 

If the individual owns the car and is 
reimbursed for the business use under 
an accoumable plan, there is no 
income charged, but no deductions, 
either. The worst situation is if the 
individual owns the car and is not 
reimbursed for business use. 
Expenses can be written off as a mis- 
cellaneous itemized deduction, but 
this is subject to a floor of 2 percent 

of adjusted gross income, Result: los- 
ing part or all of the deduction, possi- 
ble loss of deduction for high-income 
taxpayers and maybe triggering the 
AMT.

Dear editor, 
* Let me start by saying I have 
‘been a rate payer of the Reading 
‘Light Department virtually my 
‘entire adult life. I am also a ten 
year employee of thedepartment. 
Recently the department has 
‘come under a dark cloud of suspi- 
cion for some inappropriatespend- 
ing of rate payer money by a very 
select few employees. There are 
approximately ninety empjoyees 
currently employed at thedepart- 
ment and let me assure you that I 
have never worked with or been 
associated with a group of people 
more dedicated to the people they 
serve than my co-workers and 
friends. The greater body of em- 
ployees truly care about the cus- 
tomers we serve because we are 
neighbors and friends 
During difficult times, such as 


‘Would you want to chose 
between a getting bath 
and getting groceries? 


Dear Editor: 

Thereis a desperate cry thatis 
not being heard. This cry con- 
cerns our elderly neighbors and 
the severe lack of home care ser- 
vices that is about to get worse. 
There has been much talk re 
cently about “the budget” from 
the State House and the intended 
cuts to be made due to the recent 
economic decline. However, most 
people don’t realize that these 
intended cuts heavily target the 
homebound, disabled elderly by 
cutting the already sparce home 
care support many low income 
elders presently receive through 
State funded programs. 

I work directly with many of 
these desperately needy elders 
who are disabled due to their 
frailty, and I see many of them 
going into nursing homes at a 
much higher cost to the state 
father than be happily and safely 
¢ared for at home where they 
nt to be. A disabled elder in 
i chusetts who is low income 
presently can be eligible for such 
services as Mealson Wheels, bath- 
ing and dressing assistance, home- 
making, adult day care, Lifeline, 
shopping, transportation, bill pay- 
ing assistance etc., however in 
many instances theseservices are 
already severely limited due to 
budgetary restrictions. 

For example, because of bud- 
get constraints, a typical client of 
mine may receive a bath once a 
week inorder toalso receive Meals 
on Wheels five days a week.

I’m not saying that for some 
elders a nursing home would not 
bethe best choice in order for that 
elder to remain safe on a 24 hour 
basis; however most of the elders 
Isee could function quite well and 
remain at home indefinitely with 
home care.

‘The last house on that side of 
Main Street was a big white 
one. It was the home of Chief of 
Police Walter Hill, who thought 
that Prohibition was a foolish 
law. That house is still stand- 
ing, but has been moved to the 
opposite side of Middlesex 
Avenue, next to NAPA Auto 
Parts. 

‘There was one building across 
the street from the new bank, 
the former office of the B&M 
Carpenters shop. The shop 
itself had been torn down but 
the foundation was still visible. 
The American Legion used to 
meet in the former office. 
Maurice Reebenacker was the 
commander. He was so heavy 
that he would sit with his knees 
apart as he conducted the 
meetings. 

One other building should be 
mentioned, the gate watch- 
man’s shanty at the railroad 
crossing. In those days it was 
known as Hart’s Crossing, the 
name coming from a former 
crossing tender. But in 1928, the 
man who held the job was 
Henry Hiller, the widower of 
Dr. France Hiller, who was 
known as the Casket Lady.

Mr. McMahon was the only 
employee that day. There 
wouldn't be another for more 
than a year, when Roland 
Deming came to work as a 
clerk. 

McMahon and Johnson were 
in the building half an hour 
before it was due to open. 
Outside a half dozen young peo- 
ple waited. Neither man real- 
ized that those young people 
were vying for the honor of 
having the first passbook in the 
new bank. When he opened the 
door at 9 a.m., McMahon took 
the customers on a first come - 
first served basis, 

The first passbook was issued 
to Lloyd Laffin, the black- 
smith's son. Behind Laffin, a 
young lady stood with tears in 
her eyes. She was the daughter 
of Ralph Currier, and she didn’t 
get the first account. It was a 
crushing blow! 

Those first few months were 
anxious ones for Joe McMahon 
and Caleb Harriman, who as 
director was responsible for the 
decision to locate where it was. 
Harriman spent much of his 
spare time with Joe. “If only we 
could get $500,000 in deposits,” 
he would tell Joe, “By God, I'll 
be happy!” i 

And less than a year and a 
half later, the stock market 
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crashed and the country 
slipped into a period known as 
the Great Depression. Long 
before Caleb had breathed his 
last, though, that sum was 
reached. And the two banks 
under one roof became a local 
institution, as did Joe 
McMahon. People would say, 
“Well, I guess I'll go down and 
see Joe McMahon,” meaning, 
I'm going to the bank. 

Joe McMahon was also a 
funeral director. His funeral 
home was behind his home on 
Middlesex Avenue. His grand- 
son, Joseph T. McMahon is a 
lieutenant on the Wilmington 
Fire Dept. 

By November 1, 1928, the 
Water Department had reached 
the point where it could expect 
to take in some money, and 
arrangements were made for 
the bank to be the collector. 
The Water Commissioners 
would meet in the bank every 
Saturday night and go over the 
accounts. 

Joe remembered the first bill 
that was made out - the only 
one for the month of December 
1928. It was to Harriman’s 
Tannery. 

The bank was on its way. It 
was growing. The following 
summer, it also became the col- 
lecting agency for the Reading 
Municipal Light Dept. Thus 
there were four offices under 
one roof. 

The bank building today hous- 
es an insurance office. 
Mechanics Savings Bank later 
became Reading Savings Bank, 
and then merged with Melrose 
Savings to become MassBank 
for Savings. The office is now 
located at the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and Main 
Street, three doors down from 
the old bank, on the lot where 
Chief Hill's house stood. For 
many years, it was the site of 
Weinberg's Dept. Store. 

The Reading Co-operative 
Bank moved its office to North 
Wilmington. Its office is across 
the street from where 
Harriman’s Tannery used to 
stand. 


One very thoughtful and 
resourceful six-year-old named 
Frank Silveira came up with 
the following suggestion, “If 
you don’t have any money to 
send, then you can still help out 
by sewing clothes for people.” 
Another altruistic family sent a 
gift consisting of a warm blan- 
ket and a compact disc of chil- 
dren’s lullabies by famous 
recording artists to a 
Massachusetts family who had 
lost a parent in the September 
llth World Trade Center 
‘Tragedy. 

WYLC's second humanitarian 
project was the kindergarten 
class's bake sale to raise funds 
with which to help save the 
world’s rainforests. | While 
reading the story ‘The Magic 
Treehouse: Adventure on the 
Amazon’ in which a group of 
schoolchildren takes a magical 
journey to the Amazon rainfor- 
est, the class learned that our 
rainforests are in peril of being 
wiped out due to people cutting 
them down in order to build 
more towns when there are 
already enough towns there. 
The animals there are also in 
danger because the people who 
live nearby shoot poisoned 
arrows at them. After finishing 
the book, the class decided that 
they wanted to do something to 
help, so they planned and exe- 
cuted a two-day bake sale dur- 
ing the third week of 
December, in which they raised 
over one hundred fifty-nine dol- 
lars. The students and their 
families baked muffins, 

gingerbread, cupcakes, M&M 
cookies, reindeer cookies, and 
chocolate-dipped pretzels. 
Some of the children were so 
excited about this project that 
they donated their change with 
out even purchasing any good- 
ies for themselves. In prepara- 
tion for the bake sale, the class 
adopted the name, ‘The 
Monkeys’ and decorated their 
room to resemble the 

Amazon rainforest, complete 
with a waterfall and a replica 
of the magic treehouse from 
their book.

Near tragedy for 
local hockey player 


Sports Editar : 

What started out as a simple 2- 
on-2 defensive drill almost turned 
into tragedy for Wilmington High 
junior Jonathan Fish of the Wild- 
cat ice hockey team. 

During a WHS ice hockey prac- 
tice on Thursday, December 13, 
Fish took what appeared to be a 
harmless body check during a de- 
fensive drill. After the hit, Fish 
went to the bench where he com- 
plained to assistant coach Chip 
Bruce that he was having severe 
stomach pains. 

Bruce checked out Fish and 
suggested that he go to the hospital 
with perhapsa spleen injury. When 
Fish and his mother Barbara went 
to Winchester Hospital, the doctor 
toldhim he had muscle bruises and 
he could take a few days off from 
practice and return on Monday 
morning. That never happened. 
Later that same night, Fish awoke 
around 1 am because of soreness. 
As he walked around he went into 
the bathroom where he blacked 
out. 

“We just heard him fall,” said 
Barbara, who is a nurse at Lahey 
Clinic in Burlington. “We just heard 
this crash. He actually fell again 
when we were in the hallway [tak- 
ing him to the car on the way to the 
hospital]. He didn’t look good at 
all. His color was really white and 
he was sweating. He looked like he 
was dead.” 

Jonathan was immediately 
rushed to the Emergency Room of 
Winchester Hospital. The doctors 
were able to save the 10 pints of 
blood he lost, while they found Fish 
hadaruptured spleen anda bruised 
liver. He spent the next four days 
in Intensive Care Unit where he 
recovered. 

Right now he is back to walk- 
ing, but isn’t 100 percent and prob- 
ably won’t be for another few 
weeks/months. But for him, his 
family, the town of Wilmington, 
Winchester Hospital and the ice 
hockey ‘team he played with, the 
position he’s in now is certainly a 
lot better than what he could’ ‘ve 


er was very serious,” said 
Jonathan. “I don’t know if | 
would've died [if my parents didn’t 
hear me]. If I kept ignoring it I 
would've died. If it wasn’t for Chip 
T'd still be thinking I just had a 
stomach ache.” 

Chip’s assessment didn’t im- 
press the first doctor who all but 
misdiagnosed Jonathan. When 
Jonathan and his mother originally 
went to the hospital after practice 
they told thedoctor that Jonathan's 
hockey coach thought his injury 
was spleen related. The doctor re- 
sponded, “oh really and where did 
your hockey coach go to medical 
school?” After that remark 
Jonathan hada CATSCAN and was 
told.he would be OK and could 
return to practice a few days later. 

“Nothing had shown up on the 
CATSCAN atall,” said Jonathan of 
the original visit. “And I guess 
sometimes with injuries like the 
one I have don’t come up right 
away, especially so early after it 
happened.” 

After getting out of the hospital 
the first time, Fish called both 
Chip Bruce and head coach Steve 
Scanlon and told them he was fine 
and would be back either the next 
day or would wait until Monday 
depending on how he felt. But over 
the next few hours after the origi- 
nal visit, Jonathan's injuries be- 
came very sore, especially in his 
stomach and shoulders 

“I couldn't sleep and I got up,” 
recalled Jonathan of his fall at 
home. “I need to get up but every- 
thing was spinning. I went into the 
bathroom and that’s where I fell. 1 
blacked out for just a few seconds. 
When I woke back up! was scream- 
ing for my parents. I have diabetes 
so I thought it had something to do 
with that. I was really scared. I 
couldn’t get up off the floor - I 
didn’t know what was wrong. 

“Once my parents came and got 
me up everything seemed so light. 
I remember falling again [at the 
house) and then another time at 
the hospital.” 

When he arrived at the hospi- 


tal, Fish’s blood pressure was 70/ 
40. He lost 10 pints of blood, as he 
was told by the doctors that a body 
usually has 40 pints of blood. He 
had bleeding in his back alongwith 
the ruptured spleen and bruised 
liver. As the doctors were working 
on him, including restoring all of 
the blood he had lost, Fish had one 
important question for them. 

“Will I be able to play hockey 
this year?” That's all that mat- 
tered to him, 

What mattered to the doctors 
was getting him healthy again with- 
out surgery. They were able to do 
that on Thursday night. At thetime 
they didn’t know if he had to have 
surgery so they ordered him not to 
eat or have any liquids for three 
days in they had to cut him 
open. 

“They kept taking blood checks 
every two or three hours,” he said 
“I was hooked upto an oxygen and 
pulse machine and they'd come in 
every few hours. They said: my 
body would end up healing and 
getting back by itself, rather than 
surgery.” 

After coming out of the ICU on 
Monday, December 17, Fish was 
been resting comfortably at his 
home on the couch. He has been 
out of school for a week, but hopes 
to go back after the Christmas 
break. His teammates and coaches 
Steve Scanlon and Chip Bruce has 
visited him several times. And since 
the injury, the team has put Fish’s 
number 6 jersey on the wall of their 
bench as they haven't forgotten 
him. 

“I worked very hard in the off- 
season to get ready for the sea 
son,” he said. “And for the séason 
toend after one game really stinks 
I'm hoping I’ll be able to play later 
this season but I really don’t think 
I'll be able to. So I'll have to wait 
’til next year 

“The coaches and theteam have 
come over and that was really 
nice. They've been so supportive 
and concerned. And for them to 
hang my jersey like that really 
means a lot to me,” he said

“You stand as firmly as 
you can in the open doorway 
of a plane soaring thousands 
of feet above solid ground,” 
notes the “Wilmington Town 
Crier.” 

“A parachute is strapped 
to your back, goggles hug 
your eyes, and a jumpsuit 
cloaks your body. An endless 
parade of scenarios, ranging 
from the planned to the 
unplanned, which, of course, 
is a kinder way to character- 
ize an emergency, rushes 
through your pumped imagi- 
nation. Once you're officially 
within the drop zone, you 
leap from the plane into a 
vast pit of tyrannical winds 
whipping fiercely around 
you. You plummet to the 
earth below, with out- 
stretched arms and legs and, 
if you're Wilmington native 
Paul Quandt, a smile on your 
face. 

“The great thing about 
skydiving is that every jump 
that you make is unique,’ 
says Quandt, who graduated 
from Wilmington High 
School in 1985 and now lives 
in Groton. 

“He ought to know. Quandt 
first jumped out of a plane 
when he was a student at 
UMass Amherst in 1986, and 
he has been high on heights 
ever since. In fact, in the first 
15 years, he has jumped from 
a plane approximately 4,000 
times. He is, quite literally, 
the kind of guy who, if told to 
jump, would smile and dare 
you to say, ‘How high?’ 

“In general,’ begins 
Quandt, ‘what appeals to me 
about skydiving is the cama- 
raderie within the sport and 
the sensation of the freedom 
of being in the air. At every 
skydiving center, you can 
always find close friends. It’s 
fun to be around them during 
free-falls and during camp- 
fires at night when you can 
reminisce about certain
